The Secretary of War has sent to the 
House Ihe report of a board of three en- 
gineers of the Army of a survey af the 
tflaul and Erie Canal, the Ohio «L'annl 
and connections available to make a con- 
tinuous canal connecting the waters of 
Lake Erie with the Ohio river through 
the slate of Ohio. The survey was also 
to look to the feasibility and advisability 
of improving and widening the canal to 
seventy feet and deepening it to seven 
feet. Plans and costs were also required 
for tho construction of locks with a ca 
paeity for vessels of at least '-'HO tons bur- 
den The board considers the following
